Naval p lanes coop erated with 
the army in the day-long at­ 
tack, and the Chinese defenders 
were said to have been driven 
northward through the city as 
the Jap anese p ressed from the 
southern and eastern sections.

tion of Shanghai was assured on 
No\a 9 by the Chinese retreat to

This 
line, 50 miles west of Shanghai, 
was to have been the Chinese 
winter defense. Jap anese, how­ 
ever thrust through it and end­ 
ed the 190 mile march to the 
edges of Nanking last Monday.
